5. Thus, initially the casing is in its closed position as shown in Figure 3 in which the leaf 1 
rests on the base 6 with the leaf 3 retracted. The user then grasps the free end of the leaf 1 
and raises it as shown in Figure 4. This movement is against the resilience of the torsion 
spring 8 which tends to urge the leaf 1 towards its closed position at this stage. As the leaf 
1 is raised, it will pivot about the hooks 1 1 so that the leaf 3 is slid forwardly along the base 

6. At the same time, the torsion spring 8 rotates about its longitudinal axis. Further 
opening movement of the leaf 1 pushes the leaf 3 further forward until a rear surface 24 of 
the leaf 1 engages parts of the torsion spring arms 9, 10 and further movement is prevented.
